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THE UPPER VALLEY LAKE SUNAPEE PLANNING COMMISSION REPORT 


Unity joined the UV—LSPC as it was in the process of reorganization. It 
divided into two separate area groups, Upper Valley Commission and Lake 
Sunapee Commission, still one United Council. New by-laws had to be formed 
and Susan Loiselle, Unity was named to a committee of three to write and 
present them to the council. They were accepted and elections of commission 
officers was next. Jim Jarvis, Unity was named to the nominating committee. 
Elected were Jim Benley, President-New London, Susan Loiselle, Vice-President, 
Unity, Dick Warlick, Secretary, Claremont. These elected from the -Lake 
Sunapee Comm form half of the executive officers for the Council. The Lake 
Sunapee Regional Planner, Bob Ward, was available when needed to help with 
town problems. He assisted the Planning Board with procedure as it started work 
and with all new revisions. He also helped town officials with information from 
state agencies and acted as a go-between when the town had dealings with the 
State. Work for the coming year will be further help with tax mapping, a 
regional study on sanitary land fills, and continued guidance for the Planning 
Board. 


THE PLANNING BOARD’S REPORT 


The Planning Board for the past year has taken on all its varied jobs. Its 
first job is to administer subdivision regulations. This year there have been many 
subdivisions brought to the Planning Board and all subdivisions presented met 
the requirements of the town. The Planning Board held public hearings for 
amendments and changes to the building code as requested by the voters at the 
last town meeting and articles were prepared for ballot for the March 5, 1974 
town meeting. The area planner of the Upper Valley-Lake Sunapee Planning 
Council met with the Planning Board several times to update its procedure and 
to help it meet all state requirements.

NEWPORT AREA HOME HEALTH AGENCY 


The Newport Area Home Health Agency services are available to all 
participating towns for the following treatments ordered by a doctor: blood 
pressure readings, injections, dressings, baths, enemas, diabetic instruction, diet 
teaching, rehabilitation, health supervision, physic therapy. 


Also the nurses provide instruction and guidance to expectant mothers, 
new mothers and babies, family planning, handicapped children and adults. 


The agency has pre-school immunization clinics every other month and is 
assisted by local doctors and the New Hampshire State Department of Health 
and Welfare. Provided at these clinics are oral Polio vaccines, Diphtheria, Tetanus 
and Whooping Cough vaccines (DPT), and Measles vaccines. 


The agency also works very closely with the New Hampshire State Bureau 
of Communicable Diseases in monitoring TB cases and contacts of TG cases, 
hepatitis outbreaks, measles epidemics, and other communicable disease 
problems. 


The agency plans on reestablishing the well-child clinics for low income 
families when a local pediatrician is available to help with them. 


The director of the agency, Mary Gallant, also works with the Newport 
Hospital discharge coordinator, Kitty Brown, to help patients there to plan for 
an easier transition to home after discharge. The Agency in this way finds 
patients needing skilled nursing care at home after discharge from the hospital. If 
the agency is unable to assist possible patients, the agency refers them to the 
appropriate agency such as: The New Hampshire State Welfare Department, 
Town or County Welfare, Vocational Rehabilitation, Mental Health Centers, 
Planned Parenthood, Alcoholics Anonymous and Alcoholic Rehabilitation 
_ programs, drug rehabilitation programs, Senior Citizens, Crippled Childrens 
Services, Maternal and Child Health Services, Heart Disease program, Special 
Health Services, Convulsive Disorders, Clinics, Cancer Commission, Cystic 
Fibrosis Clinics and other Home Health agencies. 


The Newport Area Home Health Agency is certified thru Medicare. 
Medicare and Welfare patients usually receive services free as Medicare and 
Welfare reimburses the agency directly. The agency also has a contract with Blue 
Cross/Blue Shield to provide skilled nursing care and physiotherapy to patients 
in their homes in lieu of hospitalization only. Any person requiring services that 
the agency can prvode will get care, either on a sliding scale fee or free if unable 
to pay. (This is paid for by town appropriations——your tax dollars.) 

The agency has a program of ongoing inservice education in conjunction 
with the New Hampshire Board of Continuing Education, New Hampshire Heart 
Association, New Hampshire Lung Association, New Hampshire Department of 
Health and thru closed circuit TV programs at the Claremont General Hospital.

PRINCIPAL’S REPORT 


The year that has passed since my last report has been an eventful and a 
successful one. 


The cooperation of the teaching staff — Mr. Harold Hall, Mr. Bernard 
Cornell, Miss Lorraine Perreault and Miss Susan Howard is greatly appreciated. 


We would like to thank all those who helped us in the Campbell Soup 
“Labels for Education Drive.’ Though we didn’t reach our goal of a 
phonograph, we did win a portable filmstrip viewer, an auto-load cartridge, two 
spare lamps, and eighteen cassette tapes. The portable filmstrip viewer has 
arrived and already is in use in the classrooms. 


Through the hard work and thoughtfulness of our P.T.C. we had our 
annual picnic in June, Halloween and Valentine parties in each room as well as a 
wonderful Christmas dinner that was enjoyed by guests, students, and teachers. 


The I.F.Y.E. students who visit the school are sponsored by the P.T.C. 
also. These young people, with their stories, slides, and artifacts of the countries 
they have visited, bring a new perspective of other nations to the students. 


Field trips were an interesting part of the school year. Grades one through 
four visited Sullivan County Farm during maple sugaring season. After sampling 
the syrup, they were given a guided tour of the bakery, barn and greenhouse. 
Students in the fifth and sixth grades visited St. Gaudens in Cornish and Old 
Fort No. 4 in Charlestown. Grades seven and eight decided on a tour of Dorr 
Woolen Mill and the Clock Museum in Newport. 

An average of about ninety half-pint cartons of milk are served daily to the 
students each day at a cost to them of six cents per carton. The creamery’s 
charge is eight cents per carton. 

Our library continues as a very important part of the school. Title II] Funds 
have helped to buy new books each year. Students of the seventh and eighth 
grades have given generously of their time to make the library a success. 

The teaching staff with the able assistance of Mr. Wesley Rooker, our 
teacher consultant, has written an up-to-date philosophy and a new set of 
objectives for Unity School. 

Mr. Perry Putman, our guidance counselor, is in Unity Wednesday 
mornings and always ready to help at other times. He has referred several of the 
students for speech therapy. 

Mrs. Ruth Sanderson, our nurse, spends Wednesday afternoons here. She 
takes great interest in the health and welfare of all the students. She is very 
helpful in her unselfish, kindly way.

REPORT OF THE ASSISTANT SUPERINTENDENT 


To the School Board of Unity, New Hampshire, and Citizens of the community, 
I herewith submit my report as Assistant Superintendent of Schools. 


The year ahead, as the one just past, will demand more than habitual 
acts and responses. Compared to the “age of affluence” which has to a new 
generation come to mean normality, 1974—75 is not going to be an easy or 
comfortable year. The educational situation, as that of business, is one that is 
sure to test administrators. The energy crisis, materials shortages, complex state 
and governmental regulations, continuing inflation . . . we are in for some novel 
experiences. With the help of your school board, the staff, students, and 
residents of Unity, I feel confident the year and years ahead will continue to be 
exciting and successful. 


FACULTY 
One new teacher joined the staff last September. Miss Susan Howard of 
Easthampton, Mass., replaced Mrs. Bonnie Bauer. A 1973 graduate of Keene 
State College, Miss Howard completed her undergraduate program by practice 
teaching in the Claremont schools. 


Wesley Rooker has joined the administrative staff of the Supervisory 
Union as teacher consultant. He fills a position vacant for a year, after the 
resignation of Anthony Amari. Mr. Rooker works with teachers and curriculum 
at the elementary level in Claremont, Cornish, and Unity. The new consultant is 
a native of Minnesota, and lives in Hillsboro Upper Village. He took his B.S. 
degree at St. Cloud State College, where he also did graduate study in 
educational administration and supervision, and holds a master’s degree from 
Rhode Island College. 


MINIMUM STANDARDS 


Continuing efforts are being made to bring our school up to these 
regulations. This winter a “‘committee of fifteen’’ visited and evaluated all 
elementary schools in the union. A report on this visitation is being prepared and 
as of this writing has as yet to be presented to the board, staff and community. 
When received, it will be available at the school for your inspection. 


ENERGY 
In the spirit of conservation the school adopted a number of fuel and 


energy saving procedures. There was good cooperation from everyone. We felt 
both an obligation and duty to promote these energy saving measures early in 
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the year. Conflicting reports create a wide credibility gap as to the real extent of 
these shortages. It appears for this year, at least, the fuel oil supply will see us 
through. I believe the gasoline shortage will become more severe, however. Next 
year’s budget reflects, in part, this situation. 


CURRICULUM 


The educational process of the Unity Elementary School continues to 
progress and improve under the direction of Principal Mary McCullough. 


In order for a school to function at peak efficiency, there must be a 
predominant philosophy, a philosophy to which the school board and teachers 
can subscribe and support. With this in mind, the teachers met early in the 
school year with Wesley Rooker, and worked out a Philosophy of Education 
which is practical and useful for our School. The next logical step was to make 
this a working philosophy. The faculty then set down nine Objectives that help 
interpret the Philosophy in terms that can be met in daily learning and teaching 
activities. The School Board accepted the Philosophy of Education and 
accompanying Objectives at its November meeting. 


Certainly the academic areas are important; our main responsibility is to 
teach children to read, thus enabling them to acquire more knowledge and 
appreciate others’ thoughts, and to know and understand basic mathematical 
skills. Teachers meet frequently to review and strengthen the current programs, 
discuss various instructional technique, and study at area colleges. 


Life at the school is certainly never dull. We encourage parents to visit the 
school. Please ! Call and arrange with the principal to come visit and see your 
children in action, meet and talk with the faculty, and become involved with 
your school. Through better communication, better education will be the result. 


OTHER 


Many things are happening in education. It’s difficult, within reasonable 
restrictions of this report, to decide on what topics to comment. Allow me to 
bring to your attention just these: An enrollment decline of nearly two million 
students by 1974 faces American high schools and the drop could be even more 
disastrous if the recommendations of a prestigious study on secondary education 
are followed. A national commission on secondary education reform has 
proposed that compulsory attendance be ended at age 14. This has been 
considered in our own state legislature; implications are many, even to those 
communities without high schools. 


Claremont now has a program for deaf children, this in addition to the one 
referred to last year that services those with sight loss. Should there be some 
students with this handicap of whom we’re not aware, please inform board 
members, the nurse, or myself. 


New legislation from Cocord mandates that all school districts make 
available to all students by 1978 a lunch and/or breakfast program At one time 
Unity provided this service; it must do so again. Much of our present equipment 
will have to be replaced, personnel will have to be secured. These expenses must 
be considered in the not too distant future. 


IN CONCLUSION 


There are many things, tangible and intangible, which help to make a fine 
school system One of the most important is the membership of your school 
board - and of these, one is retiring from service this March. 


Harvey Hill has worked diligently in this capacity for the students and 
citizens of Unity for a number of years. He is perceptive, persistent and 
analytical. He has served you extremely well. I, too, will miss him from his 
position on the board. Over a time span of ten years as a board member, he 
guided, assisted, admonished, and encouraged me. He’s a competent man - highly 
respected.

SCHOOL NURSE’S REPORT 
1972—1973 


To the Unity School Board and the Citizens of Unity, I herewith submit 
my annual report as school nurse. 


The following tests were given to the pupils of the Unity School during the 
past school year:— Vision tests — one hundred and thirty-two; of these eight 
students were referred for further examination and all eight received this. 
Eighty-nine students received hearing tests, of which two were referred for 
further examination. Color perception tests were given to twenty-eight students. 


All children were weighed and measured. Periodic head and skin checks 
were made. Unity continues to be relatively free of pediculosis (head lice). With 
the continued cooperation of the parents in checking of their children, we may 
continue this record. 


Seven short conferences were held with parents of pre-school children. I 
enjoy meeting parents at pre-school registration. It is a very opportune time for 
parents to make known any problems their child may have upon entering school, 
thus making the child’s adjustment from home to school more enjoyable. 


No serious outbreak of contagious diseases occurred during the school 
year. Live Measles Vaccine was given to eighty-two students at the Claremont 
Clinic. 


Please continue to keep the school informed of your wishes in the event 
your child is taken ill or injured at school as to the person to be responsible for 
them and means of transportation. 


The Parent Teachers Club, again this year, gave to the Unity School 
Students, Teachers and Guests a most enjoyable Christmas dinner. I was honored 
to be a guest at this joyous occasion which was most assuredly enjoyed by all. 


I enjoy my association with all at the Unity School. The Teachers and 
School Board Members are always most cooperative and helpful to me.
